Mr. Lownes, of Pennsylvania, in his work on 
the prison, says: “Some old offenders have 
chosen to run the risk of being hanged in other 
states, rather than encounter the certainty of 
being confined in the penitentiary cells of that 
state. 

I have only room for a few remarks on the 
happy effects of solitary confinement at night, 
and hard labor by day on the minds of men, with 
proper religious instruction, as regards a prepara. 
tion for eternity. Let all such decision where 
guilt is established be final. No release in this 
life to any one thus condemned. Let them be 
entirely shut out from society, and family, and 
friends, as much as if literally dead, and we 
bave reason to believe that in most cases, cool 
reflection and spiritual instruction would secure 
with God’s grace assisting, eternal life, to such 
convicts.

4th. Ido not feel much disposition to follow. 
“Philos” back to the first principles of civil gov- 
ernment, nor to dwell at large upon the argument 
which he endeavors to construct therefrom. [ 
must remind him, however, that in these premises, 

e traces power back tothe wrong source. With 
much gravity my worthy friend assures us, that 
“no man has a right to take his [own] life,” and 
hence has no power to convey such right (in the 
civil compact) to society. But my dear sir, he} 
his as good a right to take his own life, as he has 
to shut himself up in prison for life, and can as 
well convey the one right asthe other. “Philos” | 
has taken the wrong track, in his retro-course, | 
and has arrived at the wrong goal. The right in| 
question derives, not from the right of an individ. 

ual to injure himself, but to defend himself from| 
injury by others :—arises legitimately from the | 
natural right of self defence—a right given up, 
to a considerable extent, to civil society, in the!

fence, inasmuch as it serves to deter the offender, 
or others,(as the case may be) from a repetition of | 
the like crime.

Sec. 1. Be st enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives in General Assembly convened, That the elee- 
tors in the several towns in this State, at their annual 
meeting for the election of Selectmen, and other town offi- 
cers, may, by a major vote, annually appoint two or more 
persons bel®nging to said town, to be public weighers, who 
shall, upon accepting such appointment, be sworn to the 
faithful performance of the duues thereof.
